Trouble, Grays 
close neighbors

Trouble and the Grays — a 
young Victoria working cou¬ 
ple — appear to be close 
neighbors. 

For the second time in 15 
months Ed and Sheila Gray, 
of 1168 Summit, 
found themselves living un¬ 
comfortably close to trouble. 

Their duplex is next to one 
from which Wilkinson Road 
jail escaper Danny Cain was 
flushed by police using a bar¬ 
rage ot tear gas around 2:25 
p.m. 

Called from his job at Jen¬ 
kins Marine in Brentwood, 
Gray returned to find a 
scared wife and police, fire¬ 
men, newsmen and onlookers. 

Fifteen months ago in Cal¬ 
gary it was a different story. 

The the drama was up¬ 
stairs-downstairs and not 
side-by-side. 

. There they lived below a 
man who terrorized his girl¬ 
friend and boasted of other 
misdeeds. 

“We slept with a crow-bar 
•beside our bed,” said Mi’s. 
Gray. Adds Ed Gray: “He 
was a real mean sort of guy." 

Mrs. Gray^yentually called 
police after a wild evening in 
which the man had tried to hit 
his girlfriend over the head 
with a chair. 

The girl friend managed to 
escape for refuge downstairs 
where the Grays were having 
a party. 

When some “large friends” 
of Ed Gray went up to look- 
into the situation, there was a 
scuffle and the mean boy¬ 
friend slammed the door on 
them. 

When police arrived the 
man had left. The Grays left 
too — to another part of Cal¬ 
gary. 

In June, 1974, they moved to 
Victoria, and had been living 
at 1168 Summit in reasons ole 
peace until Tuesday 

It was Mrs. Gray’s day off 
from work at The Bay. She 
was in the kitclien when, 
shortly before 2 p.m. a police¬ 
man came to the door and 
showed her pictures of two 
men. 

One picture was of a man. 
who lived next door — whom 
she identified as Rod Johnson 
and the other was of Danny 
1 Cain. 

She told the Colonist that 
she’d seen the man — whom 
she later realized was Cain 
the day before and possibly 
even before that. 

He then had fair hair, she 
»aid, but had obviously dyed it 
black before being arrested 
by police. 

Cathy Johnson had ap¬ 
parently gone out with the 
baby during the morning and 
returned about noon.

idential North Victoria during 
which police fired three 
rounds of tear gas inside. 

Cain and the only other oc¬ 
cupants, a young woman iden¬ 
tified only as Cathy Johnson 
and her year-old daughter, 
Tammy, were not hurt. Police 
found an unloaded sawed-off 
shotgun in the home but there 
wasmo ammunition. 

Inspector Richard Ward, 
head of the Victoria police de¬ 
tective division and officer in 
charge as the capture was 
-made, said police were look¬ 
ing for man w ho lived in the 
duplex section where Cain, 
the woman and the baby were 
found. 

Ward emphasized the man 
was wanted for questioning 
and also said the residents of 
the other duplex section, Ed 
and Sheila Gray, never knew 
of Cain’s presence until police 
arrived shortly, before 2 p.m. 
Tuesday. 

Sgt. Peter Voth, head of the 
Victoria police youth detail, 
and detail member Detective 
Constable Douglas Richardson 
were credited with finding 
Cain. Ward said they had 
spent Monday and Tuesday 
“following leads and tips of 
all kinds and checking knowm 
associates and various 
addresses. ” 

He also praised Saanich De¬ 
tectives David McGregor and 
William Hillcoat for their 
prompt, backup in answer to 
the first Voth-Richardson call, 
after the Victorians learned 
Cain was in the home. 

By 2:25, when the Saanich 
detectives escorted Cain out 
of the rear door and Voth 
handcuffed Cain, 15 to 20 Vic¬ 
toria and Stemich plainclothes 
and uniformed men were on 
the scene, .armed with shot-

Launches flawless 


Space meeting heralds 
peace, co-operation 


-Three American astronauts 
and a pair of Russian cos¬ 
monauts rocketed into earth 
orbit Tuesday for . an historic 
space rendezvous in the name 
of terrestrial peace and co¬ 
operation. 

Live television the first 
ever of a Soviet launch let 
.millions around the world 
watch both flawless launches. 
The Soyuz cosmonauts lifted 
off from a once-secret desert 
base in central Asia, and the 
Apollo astronauts raced after 
them from the Cape Cana¬ 
veral spaceport l'i hours 
later. 

Minor, first-day problems 
cropped up aboard each na¬ 
tion’s spacecraft, but direc¬ 
tors of the joint Apollo-Soyuz 
mission were elated nonethe¬ 
less. 

"We’ve obviously got a good 
thing going here.” U.S. Flight 
Director M.. P. Frank said al 
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the end of the--long launch 
day. *Tt all came off just 
about as planned.’’ 

President Ford watched in 
Washington while crowds of 
Soviet citizens jammed 
around TV sets in Moscow’s 
GUM department store, 
cheering and clapping as the 
cosmonauts got under-way. 
Moscow control tefd the Soyuz 
*■ crew: “Have a happy fliglytT’' 

The cosmonauts, Col. Alexei 
Leonov, 41, and civilian flight 
engineer Valeri Kubasov, 40, 
soared into orbit on a pillar of 
flame 4t 5:20 a.m. PDT from 
a launch pad at the sun-baked 
Baikonur cosmodrome, where 
Russia ushered in the space 
age with Sputnik in 1957. 

The astronauts, Brig. Gen. 
Thomas Stafford, 44, and (ci¬ 
vilians Vance Brand, 44, and 
Donald Slayton. 51. hurtled 
away from Cape Canaveral at 
12:50 p.m. PDT atop an aging 
Saturn IB rocket. 

Discarding their spent rock¬ 
et in orbit, they fired two 
bursts of the Apollo’s main 
engine to spiral outward and 
line up below and about 3,100 
miles behind Soyuz for a slow 
chase toward a Thursday link¬ 
up. The Soyuz’ q-evy was al¬ 
ready asleep for the - night 
when the second Apollo firing 
took place- 

The two ships will leek to¬ 
gether end-to-end Thursday 
with a new docking mecha¬ 
nism designed to provide an 
eventual space rescue capa¬ 
bility. Then Stafford and Slay¬ 
ton will float through an open 
hatch into Soyuz to start with 
a handshake a day and a half 
of joint work aboard the 
world’s first international 
space complex. 

Soyuz, wiiieh can remain in- 
orbit only six days, will re¬ 
turn Monday to a dry landing 
on earth. Apollo will remain 
alone in orbit until July 24 to 
let its crew perform extra ex¬ 
periments before splashing 
into the Pacific Ocean. 


It is a bittersweet mission 
of diplomatic, personal and 
technical triumphs, mixed 
w'jth sadness at the end of a 
U.S. spaceflight' era. After 
this, there will be no more 
Apollos. 

Born of negotiations that * 
started in 1970, officially 
christened at the 1972 Mos¬ 
cow summit, the Apollo-Soyuz 
mission became reality be¬ 
cause political officials and 
technical specialists in both 
nations proved w illing to com-

Several hours before the 
provincial council of the 2,500-. 
member Health Sciences As¬ 
sociation was due to set a 
strike deadline at the 14 hos¬ 
pitals where it has conducted 
and won strike votes, the B.C. 
Health Association made a 
new olfau’ which will be rec¬ 
ommended to the members, 
union executive director Jack 
Campbell said. 

Strike notice had already 
expired at the hospitals, in¬ 
cluding Victoria General and 
Nanaimo Regional General, 
flnd union members at Royal 
Jubilee Hospital were to have 
^voted on strike action at a 
meeting Tuesday night. That 
meeting was cancelled after 
the latest offer* was received. 

Campbell said by telephone 
from Vancouver that the 
council would recommend the 
tentative agreement to the 
members. The union repre¬ 
sents physiotherapists, x-ray 
and laboratory technicians, 
pharmacists, social workers, 
dieticians and medical 
records librarians at 81 pro¬ 
vincial hosjatals. 

Although details of Die ten¬ 
tative agreement could not be 
released, Campbell said, the 
two Sides reached agreement 
on wages and decided to hold 
another bargaining session to 
deal with fringe benefits. 


Issues outstanding after that 
meeting will be referred to 
binding arbitration. 

He said he was not “totally 
pleased’’ with Uie package, 
“but it was us close as we 
could get without a strike, 
and we certainly didn’t want 
a strike in this industry.” 

The offer made by the nego¬ 
tiating committee of the 
health association which 
bargains for most B.C. hospi¬ 
tals now requires approval 
by the members of the em¬ 
ployer group.

Tempers are wearing thin 
and there is talk of violence 
as Noolka Indians conlinue 
for the third day to blockade 
a public-access road from 
Gold River to the pulp mill 
and wharves on Muchalat 
Inlet. 

RCMP have the role of pea¬ 
cekeeper between the Indians 
and Gold River residents and 
otliers wanting to use the 

road. 

The blockade is preventing 
access to the pulp mill and 
the wharves, an<J is also pre¬ 
venting people in outlying 
lumber i amps from coming to 
(’.old River and Campbell 
River. - 

It has also cut the supply 
line, by way of the coastal 
ship Uchuck III, to Tahsis, 
Esperan/a and Zeballos, as 
well as to about 15 logging 
camps in the area. 

Residents of Gold River 
who keep boats- at Ihe 
wharves are kept'from using 
them. 

In retaliation, gas stations 
in Gold River are refusing to 
sell gasoline to the Indians. 

The Indians sef up their 
blockade a[ 7 a.m. Monday, 
and Tuesday night Jerry 
Jack, hereditary sub-chief ol 
the Nootka Indian band, told 
the Colonist it would be main¬ 
tained “indefinitely.” 

A counter-blockade was 
raised by residents of Gold 
River to keep the Indians 
from entering town, but the « 
RCMP persuaded residents to 
abandon it. 

The RCMP also persuaded 
the Indians to move their, 
blockade from the right-of- 
way on a bridge, but they set 
it up at a nearby j>oint on the 
Indian reserve, still blocking 
the road. 

Robert Skelly. NDP MLA 
for Alberni, said in Victoria 
that he felt the blockade was 
"not necessary or useful.” 


"This road is not Indian 
property,” he said. “The high¬ 
ways department has con¬ 
firmed for me that it is a’ 
public road.” 

His government has “done 
more for the Indians than any 
other government in Cana¬ 
da." he added, “and 1 don’t 
understand why they are 
doing this." 

Esson Young, one of thr 
partners in Nootka Sound Ser¬ 
vice Ltd., owner of Uchuck 
IH, said the situation “means 
disaster” for his company. 

“We’ve got two crews and 
one ship tied up,” he said. 
“That means more than a 
jdozen people unable to work. 
It’s not very damned pleas¬ 
ant.” 

“Actually." he went on. 
“the Indiuns have no quarrel 
with us, bul it. is our bread 
and butter because they are 
not letting our freight through 
and they are not letting ex¬ 
cursion tourists through. 

“Our little red brothers 
turned us back Monday and 
we’ve had to cancel a Gray- 
Line tour of about 25 people 
from the U.S. Nobody can go 
back and fortl^-’ ' 

At the height of the summer 
season, as many as 100 day 
passengers take the Uchuck 
cruise. The vessel also carries 
up to 100 tons of freight. With 
the blockade, freight, some of 
it perishable, is “holed up in 
various places,” Young said. 

Mayor William Lore of 
Tahsis said in a telephone in¬ 
terview that “it’s disastrous.” 

Freight for Tahsis now has 
to be trucked in over a gravel 
road which passes through 
Nootka reserves al Head Bay 
and Tahsis. but this method of 
transportation is more costly,^ 
Lore said. 

“It’s very hard on the 
Uchuck people. We don’t want 
to lose that.service because

Westminster instead of back 
to Wilkinson jail. 

If the hearings are waived, 
Cain will probably be held on 
the Mainland until September

or later in the fall, when the 
charges and a six-count 
charge arising from .Gain's se¬ 
ven-hour manhunt drama 
April 8 are called before a 
higher court. 

Cain was sentenced late in 
1974 to two years for break- 
ins and thefts. After the Wil¬ 
liam Head escape iA March, 
police were looking for him 
for questioning ahout several 
holdups wrhen he was seen 
April 8. 

The discovery led to a car 
chase and crackup, a hostage 
drama at 1116 Leonard with 
Mrs. Diane Smith, 27, and her 


daughter Emily, 3, another 
chase and finally a lengthy 
search in Victoria West which 
ended with a suspect’s arrest 
in a taxi. 

Cain was detained at Wil¬ 
kinson jail and was moved 
June 5 to an isolation area 
“after officials heard reports of 
an escape attempt. On June 
10, Cain spent six hours on a 
tiny barred-off ledge on the 
outer walls of the Victoria po¬ 
lice station to deny the re¬ 
ports and protest his transfer 
to New Westminster. 

He was moved anyway and 
returned July 7 for one pre¬ 
liminary hearing, then was 
held at Wilkinson jail until 
two more set next Tuesday. 
Last Sunday night, he had lit¬ 
tle trouble moving two bars

I THINK I am on reasonably safe ground 
by stating far more Canadians have a dislike 
of W. Warren Allmand and his policies, than 
Canadians who approve of what he is doing 
in his job as solicitor-general. 

Public opinion polls run heavily against 
Allmand in just about every section of the 
land, with capital punishment. — or the lack 
of it — being the catalyst that binds them 
together in a common cause 

Allmand is iconoclastic in his capital 
punishment stand. He is an unwavering foe 
of the death penalty, even in face of strong 
public opinion. He stands there, he takes the 
flak 

HE HAS NOT followed the letter of the 
law in the commutation exercises he hus 
masterminded during the past year or so. He 
has treated all cases alike — with a closed 
mind. Even the most glaring case would not 
receive anything different in the way of judg¬ 
ment because Allmand simply will not con¬ 
demn any killer to the death penalty. 

But this is all on record, his past perform¬ 
ance does not need review at this time. 

At the same time, however, there should 
be the same strong public outpouring against 
the thimble-brains who would threaten All¬ 
mand and—or his family with physical harm 
because of his policies. 

Allmand admitted fie threats last week. 

“I GET LETTERvS and calls telling me to 
resign or even threatening me,” Allmand 
said. *'I have had some crackpots saying ei¬ 
ther I apply the death penalty or they’ll get 
me or get my family, which is not funny —. 
but that is the kind of tiling I am getting.” 

* Those who would make such threats are 
at least as dangerous as the killers they con¬ 
demn. I say at least liecause their threats 
carry a fear* that surely must have the All¬ 
mand family in a state of severe anxiety 
Mrs. Allmand and her children have never 
hurt anyone, yet they are victims ol the 
same threats aimed at her husband. 

ALLMAND CALLS THEM crackpot, 
which is being overgenerous. They are repul¬ 
sive as any hired killer. Their brains are 
warped. They cannot understand that what 
they threaten makes them the same as the 
murders they so vehemently depl >re. 

No public official should suffer the per¬ 
vasive fear that Allmand has been put under. 
I don’t agree with Allmand’s approach to the 
death penalty. I don’t agree with his theory 


that public opinion should not be taken into 
account TUon’t agree that Allmand and All¬ 
mand alone knows w r hat is best for the com¬ 
mon herd. Somehow or other, however. All¬ 
mand has the right to his convictions and I’ll 
be damned if he should live in fear because 
of them. . 

If Warren Allnfand is wrong, if the Liberal 
Party is wrong, there is still the recourse of 
the ballot box -- the only way. Gutless anony¬ 
mous phone gJlIIs and letters threatening 
bodily harm to the man and his family- 
belong in a society far removed from ours. 
Their sickness should lie attacked with the 
same strong will that Canadians have shown 
in their attacks on the Allmand {olicies . .

The standing committee on municipal af¬ 
fairs met for two days last week and set total 
costs for the Games to be held in Montreal ai 
5730 million. 

That figure, judged conservative by 
members of the Parti Quebecois opposition, 
was 516 million higher than the cost es¬ 
timates submitted by Games organizers and 
the City of Montreal. 

The standing committee decided that 
Montreal had underestimated its expenses 
lor debt, financing by $13 million and con¬ 
struction costs on the Centre Claude Robil* 
lard sports facility by $2.5 million 

The committee adjourned before it had * 


• hance to scrutinize revenues, expected to be 
between 5418 million and $493 million. 

Just as the committee raised the expense 
estimates in the interests of “realism,” it 
may well decide to lower income projections. 

The brightest spot in the revenue es¬ 
timates is the Olympic Lottery. It is expected 
to bring in $227 million, compared with the 
original forecast of $32 million. 

The new estimates are considerably - 
higher than those presented lo the same 
standing committee last January. At that 
time, costs were estimated at $600 million 
and revenues at $335 niillion-$435 million. 

Two years ago. the total east forecast was 
$310 million. Now. die cost of the Olympic 
stadium alone exceeds that figure by $5 mil¬ 
lion.

P LEASE, MR. LORIMER, not again. So many 
promises have been made of improvements to 
public transportation here that there’s no more 
room on the bus. * 

The talk about the need for reorganization of 
the local transit system has been going on so long 
that it’s become tiresome. 

Was the day so dull in municipal affairs that 
the minister was moved to witch-hunting, too, on 
the failings of the service? Blaming the former 
Social Credit government doesn’t help matters one 
bit. It does nothing more than to show in poor light 
t he NDP performance. 

One of the present government’s election 
pledges as printed in “Voi. 12 No. 3” of the Demo¬ 
crat at the time of its 1972 take-ovpr, was to “De¬ 
velop an extensive public, transit system in our 
major cities in conjunction wTfb citizen and local 
community groups, with the government assuming 
ihe major financial responsibility.” 

,The “development” as far as the Capital Re¬ 
gion is concerned (Victoria is one of the major 
cities, -isn’t it?) has been the addition of two bus 
lines and that was last year. As worthwhile as they 


are proving to be, this hardly fits the promise of 
“extensive” changes. 

Then there’s this park-and-ride thing. What a 
waffle. Government employees would be provided 
parking facilities on the outskirts of the city where 
they would leave their cars and be whisked to work 
on mini-buses or “people-mover” rubber-tired 
trains. That was supposed to start last fall with ex¬ 
tension of the service to the public generally to 
follow. 

At this late date Mr. Lorimer still hasn’t got 
.the property for city-perimeter car parking, but is 
still “investigating” the purchase of three lots. 

It’s beginning to sound as though the plan to 
relieve downtomvn traffic congestion, and make 
travel to work and shopping more efficient and 
pleasant, is a lost cause. v 

Instead, Mr. Lorimer seems now to be favor¬ 
ing more of the same old thing. From his past 
record, though, it can only be said there could be 
some revamping of routes, perhaps the frequency 
of bus runs will be changed, and maybe some new 
extra equipment will be provided. 

There could be, perhaps, <md maybe a long 
wait ahead as well. 


Oldsters overlooked 


T HE BLOOM is off the loses as far as bicycle sales 
are concerned. Prior to 1971 annual purchases 
in Canada were around the 400,000 figure, and 
since then they’ve more than doubled, with the sat¬ 
uration point reached last year when total sales hit 
1.5 million. But use of tlje two-wheelers is flourish¬ 
ing, as evident in the activity in this area which the 
Capital Region Safety Council has recognized in 
Ihe none-too-soon promotion of a massive “safe rid¬ 
ing” campaign. 

The council is offering courses throughout the 
Greater Victoria area with instruction in the 
proper handling of bikes and the rules of the road 
governing them. The program is along the lines of 
one that has been conducted for many years in Sid¬ 
ney where the RCMP detachment has been work¬ 
ing with school auxiliaries and public-spirited 
members of the community concerned over the 
frequency of cycling accidents. 

In extending the Sidney effort, the safety peo¬ 
ple are to be commended, although they’re over¬ 
looking a real need in concentrating only on the 
child-and-t he-bike. Using university and high school 
students hired under the provincial government’s 
Careers ’75 vacation-time employment program as 
instructors, there are two divisions in the “bike 
school” — one for youngsters.six to eight years of 
age and the other for the nine-to-13 age group, 

As well as teaching the rules of safe riding, the 
courses offer various touch-and-go problems that 
may be encountered, with traffic conditions simu¬ 
lated for the young bikers. There also are practice 
riding sessions, with pointers given on balancing 


and the related steering of the bike. And there is 
bike maintenance instruction as well. 

In beaming the program at children, the safe¬ 
ty council points quite properly to accident statis¬ 
tics. More than half the annual 15 to 20 fatalities 
and 750 injury-resulting mishaps in B.C. eachi year 
involve youngsters from five years to 14. 

But the oldstere shouldn’t be left out, and it is 
to be hoped that the safety council will catch up 
with them. There are far too many, and not just the 
adult beginner fired up with the health benefits of 
biking, who are a hazard not only to themselves 
but all others on the road. 

The wobblv-weavers and darting speedsters 
may not have become a major factor yet in traffic 
woes, but they’re fast reaching a point of real con¬ 
cern on tlie busier roads. 

With gasoline prices soaring, the millions of 
bikes purchased in recent years could well be shout¬ 
ing up more on the main thoroughfares for daily 
work transportation. Weekend pleasure-exercise 
riding, for which they first were intended, could 
become secondary in their use. 

This is not to suggest there should be over-all 
licensing of bike riders, but more checking of their 
pedalling performance is called for, and it might 
not be out of line to require some to undergo in¬ 
struction and examination. 

Thought should be given at once on how best 
to make the parents of the kids attending “bike 
school” acquire the skills and the sense of responsi¬ 
bility necessary for safe cycling.

What is of legitimate con¬ 
cern to America and the West 
in - general whether a 
country that ^es against the 
political principles .that are 
supposed to dink the Western 
world can> count, indefinitely, 
on Western military support 
in times of crisis. The Ameri¬ 
can government sometimes 
kidded itself, sometimes just 
kidded the American people, 
that democracy was somehow 
the issue In vWtnarn. This 
will be hard to do for South 
Korea should.the need arise. 

At the moment this does, not 
seem to matter. The shock of 
lbsing Indo-China is likely to 
give South Korea a year or 
two in which it can rely on 
Washington whatever the 
color of its domestic politics. 
But after that the American 
press (greatly feared by Park 
and his men), the Congress 
and American public opinion 
car mot be relied on to close 
their eyes to the very un- 
American principles on which 
South Korea is being run. 

Western politicians and 
strategists who believe Ihey 
are hard-headed realists will 
of coursd find the democratic 
argument against South 
Korea to be irrelevant. What¬ 


ever the nature of the Seoul 
regime, they say. a nun-Com- 
munist South Korea is essen¬ 
tial; first, because it is an 
American ally and America 
must now be seen to stick by 
her allies;.secondly, because 
a non-Communist South Korea 
is essential to the security of 
Japan; and thus, thirdly, 
through its importance to 
Japan, Korea is a key to 
Western security in the Far 
Ea$t and Pacific, j. 

Bui this is where brie 
wonders again whether 
enough thinking has gone into 
Washington’s liaison with 
South Korea. The chief im¬ 
pulse behind America’s re-al- 
firmation of support for Seoul 
was the first argument. The 
other two are often repeated 
by South Koreans and Japa¬ 
nese. and by many Western 
ers too. Indeed, so often have’ 
they been repeated that, they 
are, in tins part of the world, 
strategic platitudes. 


But are they true? Is 'South 
Korea so important to Japan’s 
security? Japan already lives 
and flourishes’with almost all 
the Asian land mass in the 
Far East under Communist 
control. The Japanese Self- 
Defence Forces operate* as 
though Russia was the chief 
threat to Japan, though of 
course Japan without. Ameri¬ 
can help would be helpless in 
the face of a Russian attack. 
However, no one has yet de¬ 
vised a believable hypotheti¬ 
cal situation in which Russia 
might be tempted to attack 
Japan. 

The Korean peninsula is 
often described as a dagger, 
pointing at the heart of 
Japan, which is of course 
pure strategic melodrama. 
The idea of Korea attacking 
/Japan (across the Sea of

Japan, a formidable obstacle) 
is as plausible as an Irish at¬ 
tack against Britain. The 
truth is that if South Korea 
did go Communist Japan 
would lose sizeable invest¬ 
ments but, if it kept its head, 
not much more. Chinaf and 
Russia, with a united Korea 
as a neighbor would have as 
much if not. more to woiTy 
about. 

Thus America is committed 
to supporting a regime which 
is unattractive by America’s 
own jolitical standards and 
whose survival may not seem 
so important in the cool ltaht 
.of two years time when tne 
need to re-assert American 
masculinity after Indo-China 
will have passed. It is a situa¬ 
tion that calls for some care¬ 
ful thinking both in Washing¬ 
ton and Seoul.

Trying to explain why he 
squeezed the ordinary Joe in 
his last budget.

Prison camp 
life tougher

An elaborate document re¬ 
vealing drastic changes in the 
treatment of political prison¬ 
ers in the Soviet Union is cir¬ 
culating underground in Mos¬ 
cow and other cities and has 
now reached the West. 

The document, whose publi¬ 
cation coincides with the 
launching in Washington re¬ 
cently of a campaign by the 
writer Alexander Solzhenitsyn 
and two other former inmates 
of Soviet prison camps . for 
more humane conditions in 
the camps, specifically de- 


According to the document, 
a report of Conditions in this 
camp by a group of prisoners 
was recently smuggled out. It 
includes a bitter appeal to the 
West from two Ukrainians, 
'writer Ivah Svitkyshny and 
poet Ihor Kalynets 'and from 
an Armenian writer, Bahrat 
Shakhverdian. They all de¬ 
scribe their life us unbear- 
bly harsh, reminiscent of con¬ 
ditions of prisoners under Sta¬ 
lin." 

This new severe treatment 
of prisoners is believed to be 
designed to halt a suddm-up- 
surge of unrest among the 
non-Russian minorities in the 
Soviet Union, ft appears to hr

Events iir Portugal embarrass European communists

Since no country in Europe has gone communist in 
almost 30 years, you would think that West European 
communists would be ecstatic at the sight of their 
Portuguese comrades riding into power on the shoul¬ 
ders of radicalized military officers. 

Not so, however. The Italian and Spanish communists, 
especially, are embarrassed and annoyed — and they ar& 
saying so loudly and publicly — because the totalitarian tac¬ 
tics employed by the Communist Party'of Portugal threaten 
to jeopardize their own prospects for attaining power. 

Here they have been telling everybody that they are not 
tied to Moscow’s apron strings, that they are prepared to 
behave like good democrats, to accept the results of elec¬ 
tions, to work with other political parties with whom they dis¬ 
agree. There is still a credibility gap, but increasing numbers 
of Europeans — particularly young Europeans — take the 
communists at their word. 

And what happens? The Portuguese communists threaten 
to spoil the whole thing by contemptuously dismissing the 
results of the recent elections, which they lost, and by their 
blatantly totalitarian efforts to squelch free speech. 

★ ★ ★ 

Specifically, the communitsts in Lisbon have seized the 
newspaper Republica, organ of Portugal’s democratic Social¬ 
ist Party and the last major press outlet not in communist or 
military hands, and supported a military takeover of the 
Catholic Church’s radio station. They have been able to get 
away with it because of their influence within the ruling 
Armed Forces Movement. 

It so happens that the Socialist Party and the Catholic 
Church are the two main power centres outside Portuguese 
military and communist ranks. It also happens that Catholics 
and socialists within their own countries are the very people 
with whom the Italian and Spanish communists are trying to 
establish credibility as good democrats. 

Both the Italian and Spanish communist parties, there¬ 
fore, have sided openly with Portuguese socialist leader 
Mario Soares in his efforts to prevent the communists and 
their military allies from throttling Portuguese democracy in 
its cradle. / 

Santiago Carillo, Spanish communist leader, says the 
May elections in Portugal, in which the socialists far out¬ 
stripped the communists, demonstrated that the Portuguese 
people “want nothing to do with dictatorships of whatever 
type and want to live in a regintB of democnatic liberties.” 
He has publicly condemned the JPbrtuguese communists for 
their seizure of Republica, and has expressed hope that the 
socialist newspaper “will appear again without delay.” 

★ ★ ★ 

The Italian' Communist Party, largest in the Western 
world, has repeatedly expressed its “concern” over develop¬ 
ments in Portugal, and called it “absolutely obvious” that the 
Portuguese Socialist Party has the right to express its posi¬ 
tions through its own newspaper. 

The question, of course, is whether the differences be¬ 
tween the Italian and Spanish communists on the one hand, 
and their Portuguese comrades on the other, are differences 
of principle or merely of tactical circumstance. In other 
words, is it really true that the former “no longer have a 
knife between their teeth,” as Le Monde put it, or are they 
only play-acting until they are in a position to play commu¬ 
nist politics, Portuguese style? 

It is no exaggeration to say that the future of democracy 
in Europe may hinge on the answer. Conceivably, the future 
character of communism in Russia does, too. 

Obviously, the communists of Portugal, Spain and Italy 
are in three vastly different situations. 

As the downfall of the Marxist regime in Chile demon¬ 
strated. a revolutionary movement cannot fasten it* hold on a 
country unless it enjoys the support of either the people or 
the armed forces. In the case of Portugal, the elections 
showed that the communists have humiliatingly little public 
backing. But they enjoy the support or complicity of key mili¬ 
tary men. >b_ 

★ ★ -k 

The communist party is still outlawed in Franco Spain. 
But the caudillo w'on’t be around much longer, and the com¬ 
munists are participating in the scramble for power in the 
post-Franco era. They do not have the kind of influence 
within the military that is enjoyed by the Portuguese 
comrades, so they are seeking an alliancp with other anti- 
Franco political forces. 

Toward that end. the Spanish Communist party pro¬ 
nounces itself a champion of democratic pluralism, and has 
joined in formation of a multiparty “Junta of National 
Union,” which aspires to govern the country after Franco’s 
departure. 

The most fascinating case, and by fju* the most important 
to the future of Europe, is that of the Italian Communist 
party, which for years has recognized that its only chance of 
achieving power was through the ballot box — and even then 
in coalition with Socialists or Christian Democrats. 

★ ★ ★ 

The party leader, Enrico Berlinguer, is the Ibn of an aris¬ 
tocrat and is married to a practicing Catholic. Communist 
deputies behave responsibly in parliament. The cities and 
provinces that have elected communist mayors or governors 
are honestly and efficiently run - in stark contrast to die 
fumbling corruption of the Christian Democrats. The party 
insists that it favors Italian membership in NATO as long as 
the Warsaw Pact exists on the communist side. 

The communists’ success was starkly apparent in the 


regional elections last month. Although they have only 1.7 
million members, they polleij^more than 10 million votes 
almost as many as the slipping Christian Democrats. The 
communists are now the dominant party in Rome, Milan, * 
Naples and other large cities. ( **• 

The next national elections are still months away, but if 
• events in Portugal don’t turn voters off and the communists 
make the same kind of showing then, it is obvious that they 
will be entitled to a fair-and-square share of the cabinet posts 
in the ensuing government. If that happens, there is expected 
to be a domino effect in Spain, in France, whose communists 
also are running a respectability campaign, and possibly in 
Greece. * 


Then what? Will communists in power continue to behave 
as good democrats, or will they use their leverage to squeeze 
out other voices? What if they lose an election then? Will 
they surrender power — something ho communist regime has 
ever done — or use coercion to maintain themselves in of¬ 
fice? 

If West European Democrat* find out too late that the 
communists have been putting them on, the Iron Curtain will 
move westward to the Atlantic Ocean. But if it turns out that 
the Italian communists really are a different breed, and that 
they rather than the Portuguese communists are the wave of 
the European future, the implications could be equally dis¬ 
turbing to the Russians. 


The Italians have caused the Kremlin trouble enough al¬ 
ready. They were the first major Western communist party 
to challenge Soviet control of world communism, and they 
have been vocally critical of Soviet repression at home and in 
Eastern Europe. If their example proved contagious on a 
large scale, Moscow would find it difficult to keep the demo¬ 
cratic infection out of the Soviet Union. 

From a realpolitlk point of view' therefore, die United 
States and Russia may both gain if tlie Portuguese commu¬ 
nists continue to behave like Stalinist thugs, and ultimately 
spoil things for the Italian and Spanish communists. It’s a 
strange new w’orld.

Jackson, who tried for the Democratic 
presidential nomination last time and is hav¬ 
ing another go at it this time, is head of the 
Senate permanent subcommittee on, inves¬ 
tigations.

Recurring reports that the 
Soviet Union is preparing to 
make a huge grain purchase 
from the United States are 
providing a major morale 
boost to the troubled multi- 
billion - dollar U.S. grain ex¬ 
port industry. 

The main buyers, observer* 
say. were domestic millers 
frightened that a big sale to 
the Soviet Union will drive 
prices still higher. 

President Ford says, how¬ 
ever, that no sale will be al¬ 
lowed which would create 
similar shortages and high 
food prices to those w hich fol¬ 
lowed a controversial export 
order from the SoViets in 1973. 

Nevertheless, from the vast 
grainfields of the Midwest 
there was an almost audible 
sigh of relief. There is a wide¬ 
spread belief that Canada 
may also be involved in part 
of the export deal. 

Observers here say the So¬ 
viets may well turn to Canada 
for some high-protein wheat 
but they note that Canada’s 
wheat crop is only one-third 
that of the U.S. and more and 
mo^e of its grain exerts have 
been going to China.

Several major oil firms have already an¬ 
nounced price increases — and they-did it 
just as many Americans were preparing to 
drive off on .the July 4 Independence Day- 
weekend, probably the most mobile holiday 
weekend in the U.S. calendar. 

“The price of crude oil has dropped be¬ 
cause of plentiful supplies both in tills 
country and abroad, yet, since January, gas¬ 
oline prices have risen sharply while the 
I'efineries liave been operating at reduced 
levels,” Jackson and Stevenson said in a 
statement. 

“Clearly,” they said, “the oil companies 
have manufactured a shortage through ma¬ 
nipulation of refinery output so they could 
raise retail gasoline prices as much as seven 
cents a galldn during the season vacationing 
Americans buy more gasoline.”

From his second-floor office 
window, communist mayor 
Renato Zangheri looks down 
on Giovanni da Bologna’s 
hero-sized statue of Neptune 
and across the splendid Piaz¬ 
za Maggiore beyond. 

"I don’t know whether life 
in Bologna Is any tetter be¬ 
cause of our policies,” says 
the lean, reflective 50-year-old 
mayor. “But I do believe our 
citizens are less resigned 
merely to accepting the mor¬ 
bid trends of the modem city. 
Urban ills can be fought by 
dedicated action.” 

Bologna’s streets are clean : 
bus rides are free at rush 
hours; renovation of city 
centre housing fbr working 
class inhabitants is under 
way; the miles of colonaded 
sidewalks beckon the pedes¬ 
trians; the restaurants are 
unmatched in Italy. 

Bologna, it appears, is that 
rare urban plienomenon: a 
city that works. —- 

★ ★ * 

Since the communist party 
upsurge at the polls last 
month, increasing attention is 
being focused on this northern 
Italian city, capital of the 
Emilia-Romagna region, 
which for tte pasi 30 years 
has been led by communist 
administrations. 

To many urbanologlsts, Bo¬ 
logna is the best run city in 
Italy, and perhaps all of West¬ 
ern Europe. Tt is undeniably 
the largest city in the West 
governed! by a communist 
administration. 

“The problems of any city 
today are so formidable and 
complex that is is hard to 
solve them in a civilized 
way,” admits Mayor Zangh¬ 
eri. “Life in cities is a hard 
life for anybody.” 

★ ★ * 

But Zangheri has tackled 
these problems on a broad 
front, and one that has not es¬ 
caped criticism from opposi¬ 
tion Christian Democratic 
party leaders. 

The city is currently sub¬ 
sidizing owners of centre area 
buildings to refurbish them in 
order to keep their working- 
class inhabitants from being 
relocated in the anonymous 
highrise buildings that have 
deadened urban life in so 
many cities. 

“We don’t see the point in 
turning the city’s centre into 
blocks of remodelled luxury 
apartments, office buildings 
or shops.” explains Zangheri. 
“In tlie heart of the city, we 
have to keep the human heart 
[lumping and the blood flow¬ 
ing.” 

★ ★ * 

In addition, city regulations 
not only control the construc¬ 
tion of new buildings within 
the old city, but have created 
large areas of green space, 
sports areas and parkland 
both inside and ringing Bolog¬ 
na. 

In the crowded historic 
centre, pedestrian islands 
have teen established and‘pri¬ 
vate vehicles are prohibited in 
many areas. The city has also 
restricted the total population 
to around 500,000 resident*. 
Newcomers are settled in su¬ 
burbs and factories are locat¬ 
ed in industrial zones, outside 
tlie city. 

* * ★ 

More importantly, the com¬ 
munist administration has 
launched an ambitious pro¬ 
gram in the field of public 
service and welfare, including 
rent and pension subsidies for 
the elderly an area that 
has traditionally teen ignored 
by Italian administrations. 

Bologna, for instance, has 
apportioned fully 20 per cent 
of tiie city budget for educa¬ 
tion: with various schools of 
every category including nur¬ 
sery schools and day care 
centres attended by m<*re 
than 75 per cent of the three 
to six age group. 

Bologna, too. leads Italy in 
its system of hospitals and 
medical care, and provides 
free first-rate medical and 
surgical care in a country’ 
where riiost medicine in gen¬ 
eral amounts to a national 
scandal. 

One of the more innov ative 
programs has been to divide 
the city into 18 neighborhoods, 
each with its own local coun¬ 


cils entrusted with such mat¬ 
ters as social work, medical 
care and building licenses. 

Most of the critics of the ad¬ 
ministration admit that Bolog¬ 
na has the best public ser¬ 
vices of any city in Italy. But 
they charge that the price i* 
too high. 

“The wastefulness of the 
public administration weighs 
on our productive system and 
bums up the resources pro¬ 
duced by private enterprise,” 
says Giovanni Neri, secretary 
of the regional Federation of 
Industry. 

★ ★ ★ 

Neri and other critics main¬ 
tain that the city has spent 
$250 million in the past four 
years, and wiy run up another 
$90 million debt this year. 

“It is true we have a big 
debt,” says Zangheri. “All 
this costs a lot of money. But 
every Italian city is in debt. 
Rome’s debt, for instance, is 
$1,422 while Palermo’s is 
$1,793 per capita, compared to 
only $922 in Bologna. 

“Furthermore, in Bologna 
you can easily see w-hat we 
have done with the money 
spent, schools, hospitals, 
parks, renovated housing. 
What do Rome and Palermo 
or other cities run by the 


Christiah Democrats have to 
show for thejr debts? 

“Very little.”

A more serious criticism, 
perhaps, is that levelled by

crats in most of the rest of 
Italy. 

Certainly, favoritism runs 
deeply through Italian soci¬ 
ety, and the communists, as 
well as the Christian Demo¬ 
crats, are susceptible to this 
practice. Undoubtedly, com¬ 
munist firms and coopera¬ 
tives get more than their 
share of business from the 
communist city and regional 
Emilia-Romagna administra¬ 
tions, observers say. 

♦ ★ *. 

Zangheri, a professor of 
economics at the venerable 
city university, says of Bolog¬ 
na’s prosperity: “We have not 
throttled enterprise in the 
city. In the past. 20 years, in¬ 
dividual salaries of our 
workers has riskn higher than 
those in Milan or Turin. And 
savings in banks and invest¬ 
ment has risen accordingly.” 

Zanghery insists that the 
policies introduced in Bologna 
have relevance to other Ita¬ 
lian cities, to the regions and 
the country at large. 

“Bad government, corrup¬ 
tion, inefficiency, slothfulness, 
real estate speculation all 
these things — can be re¬ 
duced or eliminated," he 
says.

If a brokerage house is 
using the maximum three 
seats, the firm may have up 
to 15 traders working on the 
floor. 

Having direct access to the 
market is only beneficial to a 
brokerage firm as long as 
investors trade heavily. When 


volume is low. the capital 
investment in the seat ceases 
to earn money and the value 
of the seat is reduced. 

The selling of seats Is done 
“informally,” says Ailsa Cur¬ 
rie, TSE secretary. The seat 
holder determines the # asking 
price and is then subject to 
offers. 

“The exchange approves all 
sales but does not set the 
price for seats.” Miss Currie 
said. 

Since the amalgamation of 
the Toronto Stock Exchange 
and tile Standard Stock and 
Mining Exchange in 1934, the 
record low for a TSE seat was 
$12,000 in 1940 and 1942 and 
the high $140,000 in 1959. 

Miss Currie said the value 
of TSE seats will not return to 
previous high levels until 
daily market " Trading in¬ 
creases substantially. 

For that to happen, she 
said, investors must regain 
faith in the economy of the 
country or at least be given 
positive indications that the 
situation is likely to improve.

" The staff of the Pacific Biological Station at Nanaimo has 
come up with a pamphlet about the Seashore Life of the Gulf 
Islands which should be included in every beach-roamer’s kit. 

As well as text describing where and what you may find 
on Gulf Islands beaches, one side of the booklet features 36 
illustrations showing in detail the treasures you may expect 
to find along the seashore — from seaweeds, through sea- 
shells, shrimps of different types, small fish and eels, to 
crabs of varying sizes up to the delicious Dungeness crabs. 

That side of the pamphlet shiuld be posted on the wall of 
every beachside cabin. 

The Canadian Gulf Islands comprise 26 major islands and 
numerous islets aqd reefs and the many miles of rugged and 
variable coastline have supported many Indiem communities 
which harvested rich fauna of the intertidal area since 
prehistoric times, evidenced toy the many shell mound mid¬ 
dens found on nearly all the islands. 

Just as tundra and rain forest are home to different 
animals, so the type of beach largely dictates what animal 
and plant forms will be found. Another important factor is 
the beach level, determining how long the organism will be 
exposed to drying air and hot sun during periods of low tide. 

While examining these interesting animals and plants and 
trying to understand their strange modes of life, it is impor¬ 
tant to remember that they are small parts of a complex in¬ 
terlocking biological system. 

"This system, while resilient and adaptable to change is 
capable of being eroded and destroyed by.man’s activities,” 
warns the booklet. 

“Concern for the potential effects of pollution and physi¬ 
cal alterations of the intertidal zone by dredging or break¬ 
water construction must remain high. 

“In order to preserve a unique recreational resource 
which is also an important element in the food chains leading 
to commercially important species such as crab, herring, and 
salmon, our tampering must be minimal.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Besides exploring the strange animal life and looking for 
seashore, many visitors hunt clams and oysters to eat. 

In the summer months there is a possibility of toxic red 
tide and beach searchers are advised to enquire whether a 
ban Is in effect. 

Domestic pollution has had its effect on gathering of 
shellfish for food and a big map on the pamphlet clearly 
shows polluted areas. 

There are no general restrictions in collecting plant and 
animal specimens on the islands, but they should not be un¬ 
necessarily removed and it is not possible to keep them alive 
without specialized equipment. 

Bag limits are 24 clams of any species a day, and 25 
oysters or one quart of shucked oyster meat. Crabs must be 
6V4 inches across the widest part of the shell and a daily bag 
•limit of six per person is in effect. 

On the very highest part of the shore, never flooded by 
the sea, and only receiving occasional splashes of salt water, 
the rocks will be coveine dwith irregular patches of lichen. 

Just below the splash zone the rocks are covered with 
many small barnacles, periwinkles and limpets — all pic¬ 
tured in the pamphlet in their various species. 

In very exposed locations the mid-beach level may be 
nearly bare, but in places with a little shelter the rocks will 
be covered with flotation bladders of algae, limpets, patches 
of oysters welded to the rocks. Sheltering under die rocks will 
be large whelks, which feed upon barnacles, bay mussells, 
purple seas tars and small-shore crabs. 

Parts of the beach that remain wet will have a greater 
number of animals — colonies of sea anemone, chitons, sea 
urchins. 

Parts of tiie rocky beaches accumulate boulders and 
large rocks. These provide refuge for soft-bodied forms like 
long-armed brittle stars, porcelain crabs, small fish, particu¬ 
larly blenny eels and strange wide clingfish. 

Tiie mud under the rocks and boulders is home to many 
hundreds of different types of seaworms, sponges and other 
types of encrusting and colonial animals, all very difficult to 
identify. 

Remember when you move a stone or boulder always 
replace it in its original position. 

The very lowest level of the rock and boulder beach will 
lie covered with a dense carpet of algae. Here will be found 
the huge colorful sun star, sea cucumbers, dense beds of 
large purple sea urchin, and Ijeyond that the thick stalks of 
floats of the giant bladder kelp.

As far as up-Island federal 
politics is concerned the latest 
riding reshuffle that's been 
proposed will mean a whole 
new ball of wax. 

But it isn’t going to make 
election predictions any less 
sticky. 

True, it’s a fairly safe bet 
that Victoria and the new Es- 
quimalt-Saanich ridings will 
remain steadfastly Tory. 

But to date the only thing 
about the voting patterns of 
the politically-sensitive but in¬ 
dependent - minded upper- 
islander, has been their un¬ 
predictability. 

And with the prospect of 
three up-Islar$ rkjings ■ in¬ 
stead of the preseht two,-with 
House of Commons hope fids 
forced to re-direct their ener¬ 
gies completely and with di¬ 
minutive NDP titan Tommy 
Douglas paying what should 
be his last goodbye — 1978, or 
whenever the next election is 
called, could be 2078 or 2178 
as far as the political pundit 
is concerned. 

The Boundaries Commission 
of B.C. recommendations, de¬ 
tailed with maps in news¬ 
paper advertisements last 
week, suggest increasing the 
number of federal ridings in 
the province by five. 

B.C. would then be divided 
into 28 ridings with an 
average population of 78,022 
based on the 1971 census. 

Vancouver Island itself 
would get five House of Com¬ 
mons seats instead of four, 
the fifth seat being really one 
shared with the mainland 
through the creation of the 
new Comox-Powell River rid¬ 
ing. 

The Victoria riding would 
remain unchanged, but Esqui- 
malt-Saanich would lose View 
Royal, Langford. Colwood and 
the Highlands to a new riding 
— Cowichan-Malahat-The Is¬ 
lands. 

Nanaimo would find itself 
\vith Port Albemi in a new 
Nanaimo-Alberni riding, and 
the northern Island would find 
itself in the Comox-Powell 
River riding. 

Public hearings on the B.C. 
redistribution will start Sept. 

8 in Fort St. John. 

There will be Island hear¬ 
ings at Victoria Oct. 6, Nanai¬ 
mo Oct. 7 and Courtenay Oct. 

8 . 

After the public hearings 
finish the B.C. commission 
will submit its final recom¬ 
mendation to Parliament 
along with the other provin- 
fcdal commissions. 

As far as the Island is con¬ 
cerned the proposals are simi¬ 
lar to those made late 1972 
and given public hearings' 
early in 197:;. 

The . commission report of 
1973 was not atstei upon and 
now Parliament has set the 
wheels of redistribution in 
motion again. 

As in 1973 some opposition 
to the resh uffl e i a exp e ct e d to 
tome from View Royal, Gal- 
wood, Langford and the High¬ 
lands which, although part of 
the Capital Region, would join 
ihe Duncan area at the feder¬ 
al polls. 

••Ridiculous,” was the reac¬ 
tion of Colwood regional rep¬ 
resentative Dick Emery. 

While acknowledging that 
the new split was based on 
population equalization, 
Emery .maintained it would be 
hard for an MP to represent a 
riding that contained such 
heterogeneous areas. 

Even though Liberal Hugh 
Anderson’s present Comox-Al¬ 
berni riding wouid get lost in 
the reshuffle, Anderson — a 
suprised winner in Ihe ’74 
election — is optimistic about 
contesting the new Nanaimo- 
Alberni riding. 

Another hot House of Com¬ 
mons contender who has no 
qualms abqjit altering his i>o- 
litical sights a bit is Tory Don 
Taylor, 44, the man who gave 
Douglas a very goml run for 
his money in ’74 in Nanaimo- 
Cowichan-The Islands. 

Esquimalt-Saanich Tory in¬ 
cumbent Donald Munro is 
happy with the redistribution 
, though he says he’s sorry to 
lose some of his supporters in 
Ihe Colwood-Langford areas. 

However Munro says he 
thinks they should have a 
good candidate in Taylor. 

Victoria MP Allan McKin¬ 
non said he had “no com¬ 
plaints.”.. 

“It’s abvays traumatic to 
have half a ^constituency 
taken away and I’m happy 
that mine is untouched.” 

McKinnon said he had some 
reservations about the new 
Comox-Powell River. 

*‘I don’t think it’ll work out 
to have half of the constitu¬ 
ency on the Island and the 
other half on the mainland.” 

Those wishing to make rep¬ 
resentations at the commis¬ 
sion hearings must write- .to 
the commission secrotary in 
Vancouver wnthin 15 days.

While most municipalities 
are turning their streams into 
nothing more than storm 
drains, Saanich is setting a 
new example by fighting to 
preserve its creeks and fish. 

Biologist^ and administra¬ 
tors from ^he federal fisheries 
branch ntTfcr.. Fisheries Re¬ 
search Board, the provincial 
water resources, water rights, 
and fish and wildlife 
branches, and the Amal¬ 
gamated Conservation Society 
toured Saanich’s latest water¬ 
ways project Tuesday res¬ 
toration work along Colquitz 
Creek below Beaver Lake. 

It Was their hope that Saan¬ 
ich’s efforts will help change 
municipal attitudes toward 
creek systems on the Island 
and the Lower Mainland. 

— Although controversies rage 
around large rivers and their 


use or misuse by large indus¬ 
tries. many fish populations 
are dependent on the small 
creeks which are ignored in' 
settled areas, Ron Thomas of 
the recreation and conserva¬ 
tion department said. 

About 75 per cent of such 
creeks on the Lower Mainland 
have been covered over or 
made into ditches, he said. 

But making the Colquitz 
system habitable for fish may 
bo difficult, mainly because 
no one has yet found a fish 
that doesn’t need water every 
minute of its life, he added. 

Ho was referring to the 
river’s tendency to dry out 
during the summer, a prob¬ 
lem which Saanich blames on 
the thirst of Central Saan- 
ichers who draw water from 
Elk Lake. 

The group saw the lake’s 
level at the dam which feeds 
water to the Colquitz, and the 


trickle that remains of the 
creek. 

Some were surprised 
see any water at all jn Lite 
creek. 

Proper water management 
is what the whole Saanich 
Peninsula needs, Thomas 
said, but water planning has 
not reached B.C. 

Thomas praised Saanich’s 
program to involve residents 
along the creek in its reyival. • 
The program is being directed 
by consultant Dr. Robert. 
Langford 

Up until a few months ago, 
people along the creek as¬ 
sumed that the good old days 
of fishing in the creek were, 
like other enjoyments .of 
country life, gone forever, 
Thomas said.

Handicapped children find ‘pen pals’

V; MONTREAL (CP) — 
French- and English-Canadian 
children in Montreal and 
Toronto, cerebral palsy vie* 
fcms who cannot speak or 
mnrite any language, have be- 
^me ‘‘pen pals.” 

* "“These children have by¬ 
passed the language problem, 
but that is only one part of 
the story,” George Lynes of 
the National Film Board of 
Canada said in an interview 
Monday. 

Lynes was beating the drum 
for 'Mr. Symbol Man. a joint 
production of the NFB and 
Film Australia, the story of a 
wordless ‘’universal symbol 
language” invented by 
Charles Bliss, an Austrian 
who has lived in Australia 
since the Second World War. 

To be televised on tile CBC- 
TV network at 10 p.m. 
Wednesday, the 50-nlinute fea¬ 
ture shows how the Bliss sym¬ 
bols are put to work on behalf 
of Canadian handicapped chil¬ 
dren, an application un¬ 
foreseen but warmly em¬ 
braced by the inventor. 

Lynes said the latest devel¬ 
opment is a pen-pal exchange 
by cerebral-palsied children 
at Montreal's Victor Dore 
school with counterparts at 
Toronto's Ontario Centre for 
Crippled Children, where the 
work began. 

Teachers mark down the 
symbols — a circle means 
mouth; a circle with two fac¬ 
ing arrows means hello — for 
the children, who lack suf¬ 
ficient motor control to make 
the drawings. In face-to-face 
communication, children in¬ 
dicate symbols mounted on a 
panel. Symbols carry word 
equivalents so that friends 
and relatives can join in. 

‘‘Experimental work is 
being done in Vancouver, 
Winnipeg and various re¬ 
search centres in Canada and 
the U.S.,” said Lynmes, an 
NF1B film representative 
whose oWn older son, David, 
7, hks been helped by the sys¬ 
tem. 

Mr. Symbol Man won the 
Australian Film Institute’s 


Golden .Reel award in March 
and took second prize at the 
Melbourne film festival in late 
June. The title comes from 
the name given by a Toronto 
handicapped child when she 
was asked to identify Bliss, 
who at age 78 expounds his 
system with tremendous 
verve and vigor despite 30 
years during which his work 
went unrecognized. 


The Canadian phase began 
when Shirley McNaughton of 
the Ontario Centre for Crip¬ 
pled Children, Searching for 
communications, means for 
cerebral-palsied children, dis¬ 
covered the little-known Bliss 
bbok Semantography at 
Laurentien College in Sud¬ 
bury. s 

Later Lynes visited the On¬ 


tario centre and the idea for a 
film whs born. 

‘‘I was stunned,” he re¬ 
called. i 

“On rrty first visit I put 
aside my camera and tape re¬ 
corder and simply went along 
with the experience. I saw 
what happened when children 
imprisoned by speechlessness 
were ‘led out' in the pure 
meaning of education. 


‘‘As they came they gal¬ 
loped questions, jokes, 

statements, observations vyere 
flung at me ... I knew I had 


come across the key that 
would release my own child 
from his frustration of not 
being.able to speak.” 


Designers go eastern

for mandarin fashion 


NEW YORK (CP) — Orien¬ 
tal is in for fall as fashion 
turns eastward. Clothing de¬ 
signed with mandarin collars, 
side fastenings and loose 
workers’ style pants and tops 
are in the forefront. 

Changing to the China-doll 
hair style with smooth po¬ 
lished bangs and straight hair 
may be too drastic for most 
women, but a slight Oriental 
look in make-up can be 
achieved. 

Estee Lauder, who heads a 
large ( New York-based cos¬ 
metic company, explained the 
new look. 

“The secret," she said, “is 
impeccable skin, subtle cheek 
coloring, a lift to the eyes and 
with lips and fingernails bril¬ 
liantly lacquered in vibrant 
Chinese colore.” 

She said that one color over 
another should be used on the 
face, almost to achieve a 
layered look, a sort of glaz¬ 
ing. 

“Start with a Sheer liquid 
make-up base, with mauve- 
glorw color wash,” she said. 
‘This creates luminosity and 
blends in w ith any skin tone.” 

Miss Lauder said it also 
helps to achieve a light porce¬ 
lain color. 

“Then apply a cream rouge 


in either apricot or a pinked- 
red,” she said, “depending on 
your coloring. Blend it over 
the cheekbones. 

“Finally, use a blusher one 
shade lighter than the cream 
rouge in peach or pink tones. 
Brush on lightly over the 
cheekbones to create a high 
boned look.” 

Miss Lauder suggested 
using a light pink-plum raisin 
eye color stick to blend into 
the entire eye area, if rouge is 
pink red. 

‘‘Then use a deep smoko 
stick for the outer corner of 
the lid and the brow bone.” 
she said. “For the Oriental 
, lift look, use a deep smoko 
eye liner, starting half way 
along the eyelashes, ^weeping 
upwards into the smoke shad¬ 
ow area for a. smudged-out 
Oriental effect.” 

If the peach toned make up 
is applied, a gold tone color 
stick for the eye area and a 
green shadow liner is in 
order, she said. 

Lips and nails should be 
bright, preferably in a pagoda 
red or orange shade. 

Charles of the Rita suggest¬ 
ed how to create “the exotic 
flattery of the China-doll 
look.” The method is much 
the same as Miss Lauder’s 
except for “tie-dye eyes." 


This, of course, is only for the 
extrovert. 

Blend fidw ing bands of color 
in an easy interplay. High¬ 
light the eye bone below the 
brqw aijd the lid below the 
lower lashes with peach and 
green shadows. Then blend 
brows and jade in a long 
sweep to the outer corner of 
the eye. 

The main colore are the 
same for any fall make-up. 

Helena Ruhinstein said: “It 
is purposeful colore against a 
pale natural foundation. Lips 
should be really red, tawnier 
and shinier than ever.” 

She added that cheek color 
is vital, not wishy-washy, in a 
chestnut cinnamon, nutmeg 
range of tone. Eye shadow 
begins with a warm brown on 
the lid highlighted by deepest 
taupe and above —just under 
the hrow — add a touch of 
greengla/.e.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. 
(UPI) - State Secretary 
Henry Kissinger sharply chal¬ 
lenged critics of U.S.-Soviet 
detente Tuesday. wondering 
aloud if they would rather re¬ 
turn to the “constant crisis” 
of the cold war. 

“What is the alternative 
they propose?” he asked in a 
second hard-hitting speech 
within 24 hours.

CBC costs rise 
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Edmonton zings in Klondike gaiety 


EDMONTON (CP) — The 
14th annual edition of Edmon¬ 
ton’s Klondike Days ^exposi¬ 
tion didn’t get officially under 
way until today but the first 
signs of midsummer madness 
were evident earlier this 
i^eek. 

Late Monday night, police 
started receiving calls from 
people who had spotted a 
Volkswagen r sedan floating 
.serenely down the North Sas¬ 


katchewan River with two 
men on the roof. It turned out 
to be just a Volkswagen shell 
stripped of engine and other 
innards and sealed up water¬ 
tight. 

The pair aboard explained 
they had been on a trial run 
for this Sunday’s Sourdough 
Raft Race. 

Klondike breakfasts, cos¬ 
tume contests, and entertain¬ 


ment will continue throughout 
the 10-day K-Days run. 

Most hotels and night-spots 
have booked entertainment 
ranging from honky-tonk 
piano at the smaller bars to 
the lavish Eartha Kitt show at 
a downtown hotel. 

Shows featuring performers 
such as Johnny Cash, Paul 
Anka, tile Osmonds, t h e 
Guess Who, and Dionne War¬ 


wick are proving to be a 
major draw that officials hope 
will break the magic million 
attendance figure that eluded 
arch-rival Calgary’s Stam¬ 
pede last week. 


OTTAWA (CP> -—Operating 
expenses of the CBC ivse to 
5339 million in the fiscal jlear 
ended last March 31, up 9.7 
per cent from 5309 million the 
previous year, the corporation 
reported to Parliament Tues¬ 
day. ^ 

After an increase in adver¬ 
tising revenue to 570 million, 
from 560 million the previous 
year, and some other reve¬ 
nues including 54.5 million 
from the organizing commit¬ 
tee of the 1976 Olympics, net 
cost of operations last year 
was 5260 million, compared 
with 5246 million the previous 
year. 

The net cost of CBC opera¬ 
tions for its English and 
FTench radio and television 


services is covered by parlia¬ 
mentary apprn^iaU^ 

In its financial statement of 
operations, however, the CBC 
did not include 514 million 
owing to the government for 
# the year In interest payments 
on loans. Payment of prin¬ 
cipal and interest on loans 
from the government to the 
CBC have been deferred until 
March 31, 1979, by cabinet 
orders-in-council. 

The corporation said 25 new 
radio and TV transmitters 
were brought into service dur¬ 
ing the yetyr. It launched a 
five-year program of staff 
development, encouraging 
creativity. It also began im¬ 
plementing recommendations 
for greater equality of oppor¬ 
tunity for women employees. 


Since the period covered by 
die report, the CBC has dis¬ 
continued commercials on 
most of its radio services, and 
it will discontinue advertising 
directed to children on its TV 
stations next Oct. 1. 

The CBC has improved its 
transmission of programs to 
Europe by using undersea 
cable to London, the report 
said. 

In pi*eparation for the Olym¬ 
pics, at which the CBC will 
serve as host organization for 
radio and TV services sup¬ 
plied to other countries, the 
CBC set up a special organi¬ 
zation which, on March 31, 
had 109 employees. For televi¬ 
sion, 19 mobile units will be 
required to cover events in 
Montreal and Kingston, Ont.

LONDON (UFI) - The pri¬ 
vate scttool that gave the 
world rugby football and Tom 
Brown’s Schooldays is about 
to go co-ed. The privileged 
rugby institution is accepting 
girls far the first time. 

Ten girls Wall join tlie 720 
boys at the exclusive 
53,326-a-year Rugby school in 
September 1976, the chairman 
or the school .governors, Sir 
Patrick Dean, announced. 


It is not financial hardship 
the school has a long wait¬ 
ing tist for the boys’ places — 
but 4 changing educational 
ideas that led to the decision. 
Dean said. 

“I believe that girls and 
boys can learn from each 
other in their academic stu¬ 
dies.’’ he said. 

For fear that they should 
learn too much, the school 
will take only girls who live in 
nearby towns. 


There are plans to take 
more girls after separate ac¬ 
commodation has been built 
for them. 

The school founded in 1567 
gained a reputation for edu¬ 
cating Britain’s elite during 
the heyday of Empire under 
the redoubtable headmas- 
tership of Sir Edward Arnold 
during the reign of Queen Vic¬ 
toria. ( 

It was he who introduced a 
rigorous curriculum of out¬ 


door games and devised the 
rules of rugby football — the 
father of American football 
to instil team spirit and’ chan¬ 
nel off the excess energies of 
his Victorian pupils. 

But for the girls, sport-wall 
not become compulsory, and 
they will also be excused 
from fagging, a British slang 
term for the long-established 
practice by which young stu¬ 
dents fetch and carry for

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden notes 


The other day I was reading 
for the umpteenth time that 
delightful book, Greengates, 
by R. C. Sheriff. 

It is a novel about an elder¬ 
ly insurance clerk who solves 
his problem of retirement 
boredom by lifting himself 
clean out of his comfortable, 
well-worn rut and making a 
new life for himself in a 
brand new fiome in a new 
housing development. 

Tom and Edith Baldwin are 
keen gardeners,, and they 
have a grand time tackling 
the virgin soil of their new 
home after the worn-out, sour 
ground surrounding their old 
city place. * 

★ ★ ★ 

The author makes much of 
the tough, resistant sod which 
has never before felt the 
touch of a spade, and the joys 
experienced by the new 
owners in bringing it under 
cultivation and tapping ^11 the 
potential fertility it contains. 

I often wonder, though, how 
the Baldwins made out with 
their first drop of carrots, po¬ 
tatoes, radishes and other 
root vegetables. It is my 


guess they were riddled, by 
wire worms and quite unfit to 
eat. 

★ ★ ★ 

Wireworms are not ordinar¬ 
ily much of a problem in well- 
worked and long-cultivated 
soil, but in virgin meadow- 
land, such as surrounds a new 
home, the ground is often 
teeming with these voracious 
feeders. 

They burrow into the root 
vegetables, gnaw'all the roots 
of other plants, and some¬ 
times even chew up the seeds 
before they can germinate. 

I imagine every gardener 
has seen a wireworm. these 
are Lhasa little hard-shelled, 
slender, worths in the soil, a 
little less than an inch long; 
yellow, brown or amber in 
color when fully grown, white 
with dark jaws w'hen newly 
hatched from the egg. 

They are the larvae of the 
click beetle, so called because 
when they are placed or fall 
on their backs, they right 
themselves with a sharp click. 
★ ★ ★ 

Above-ground sprayings and 


dustings don’t bother these un¬ 
derground pests in the ledst, 
and because of their hard 
shells, they were considered 
almost indestructable until 
the advent of the modem soil 
insecticides. 

One weapon in the armory 
of the old-time gardener was 
a ireshly combined mixture of 
coal soot &nd lime dug into 
the infested gr6und. 

The interaction of these two 
produces released a lot of free 
' ammonia -which, percolating 
through the soil, would at 
least give the wirewOrms a 
bad scare even if it didn’t kill 
them, and usually succeeded' 
in driving the pests into the 
neighbors’ gardens. 

★ ★ ★ 

Next year, after one look at 
his riddled spuds, the man 
next door would treat his soil 
with the lime-soot mixture— 
or naphthalene flakes, which 
have much the same effect— 
and you’d have them right 
back on your doorstep again. 

Control of the wlrewovm 
came when benzene hex- 
archloride was discovered. 


This did a wonderful job in 
the flow-er garden, but for 
root vegetables it had one un¬ 
pleasant shortcoming—it im¬ 
parted a, vile, ijiusty flavor, 
rather as if the carrots or 
spuds had been stored in an 
old gasoLine tank. 

I can remember that a lot 
of potatoes we imported from 
the U.S. during the war had 
this unpleasant taint. 

★ ★ ★ 

Since that time, hewer and 
better controls htve been de¬ 
vised, but for the home gar¬ 
dener, about the safest pre¬ 
paration for the protection of 
root crops is diazinon in its 
liquid emulsion form, two ta¬ 
blespoonfuls per gallon of 
water applied with a watering 
can every 10 days up to within 
10 days of harvest. 

This treatment works 
wonders, also, against those 
horrible w'hite^nraggots that 
infest onions, and if you use it 
on your radish row, you’ll 
never again have that un¬ 
pleasant experience of biting 
into a radish and finding a 
worm, or what is worse, half 
a \yorm!

LONDON — It seems only fitting 
that at the beginning of the celebration 
of America’s bicentennial year w r e visit 
the mother country to* whom all of us 
owe' so much. 

I am happy to report, wnth*only a 
few exceptions, that most Englishmen 
have gotten over the American Revolu¬ 
tionary War. In a few of the private 
gentlemen’s clubs in London you may 
still hear someone shout, “We've got to 
send more military aid to the Tories in 
the Colonies!”

“Turn down that damned noise!” is 
probably one of the most frequent, fran¬ 
tic, and futile parental cries heard these 
days.

B. C. may get tough 


Premier Barrett and Attor- 
ney-Genpral £lex Macdonald 
expressed disappointment. 
Tuesday in the Surrey council 
decision^ to reject B.C.’s pro¬ 
posed oil refinery’ Monday 
but said their plans are un¬ 
changed. 

"We have always said that 
if a municipality didn't want 
the refinery we would go else¬ 
where,” Barrett said. "We 
now r have to look at Merritt 


and Clinton.” Both communi-’ 
ties were mentioned in the 
early stages as alternatives to 
the Surrey site. 

Macdonald said: “That’s it. 
they don’t want it so we look 
elsewhere.” 

The attorney-general said 
he expected no difficulty in 
the province disposing of the 
325-acres under provincial op¬ 
tion in Surrey. The land was 


obtained as the site f#r the 
refinery. 

* "We’ll sell it off as time 
goes by,” he said. "I don’t 
think the people will be hurt 
at all.” 

While apparently faking 
Surrey’s rejection calmly, the 
attorney-general hinted that 
future decisions on major in¬ 
dustrial projects may not be 
left entirely to a municipal¬ 
ity’s discretion. 


“You’re concerned >^hen 
you’ve got $20,000 running 
around out there,” she ^said. 
"We’re very concerned about 
them because the longer

Tel workers 
back today 


The 5,000 B.C. Telephone Co. 
workers who stayed off the 
.job Tuesday were expected to 
return to work that night at 
midnight. Robert Doryielly 
(old the' Colonist from Van- 
couver. 

"We hav e asked them to go 
back and I believe they will,” 
Donnelly, president of the 
10,000-membor. B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Telephone Workers, 
said. 

“They have proved their 
point.” 

The return would end a 
wildcat stride which began 
Tuesday morning when about 
5,,000 s ' workers either stayed 
home or refused to enter com¬ 
pany offices, apparently to 
protest the suspension of a 
member of the federation’s 
provincial council. 

Those involved were pri¬ 
marily employed in the com¬ 
pany’s plant division and 
were responsible for the me¬ 
chanical functions of the tele¬ 
phone system. 

Some clerical personnel an 
'Burnaby, New Westminster 
and the Fraser Valley also 
stayed off the job. sources re¬ 
ported late Tuesday. 

But Keith Matthews, inter¬ 
nal communications manager 
for the company, said super¬ 
visory personnel had main¬ 
tained and repaired emer¬ 
gency systems Tuesday. 

Ron Jeeves, an official of 
th" Nanaimo local of the 
FTW’, said workers, in hi^ 
doc a I voted 100 per cent in 
favop of the walkout, called to 
protest his suspension by the 
company. 

Jeeves was suspended July 
8 because he allegedly left his 
job, in his role as guidance 
counsellor, to protest the sus¬ 


pension of another B.C. Tel 
employee. 

” Apparently I fought to 
hard,” Jeeves told reporters. 

He said the suspension of 
the other employee had been 
reduced to a letter of repri¬ 
mand. 

But after the other worker 
had been reinstated, Jeeves 
was himself suspended for in¬ 
volving himself in a grievance 
.procedure without the permis¬ 
sion of his supervisor. 

Matthews said service had 
not been interrupted in Vic¬ 
toria hr Kamloops, adding the 
union would not be charged 
with breaching its contract 
because the strike had lasted 
only one day.

Trouble , Grays 
close neigbors

Trouble and the Grays — a 
young Victoria working cou¬ 
ple — appear to be close 
neighbors. 

For the second time in 15 
months Ed and Sheila Gray, 
of 1L68 Summit, Tuesday 
found themselves living un¬ 
comfortably close to trouble. 

Their duplex is next to one 
from which Wilkinson Road 
jail escaper Danny Cain was 
Hushed by police using a bar¬ 
rage ol tear gas around 2:25 
p.m. 

Called from his job at Jen¬ 
kins Marine in Brentwood, 
Gray returned to find a 
scared wife and police, fire¬ 
men, newsmen and onlookers. 

Fifteen months ago in Cal¬ 
gary it was a different story. 

The the drama was up¬ 
stairs-downstairs and not 
side-by-side. 

There they lived below a 
man who terrorized his girl¬ 
friend and boasted of other 
misdeeds. 

“We slept with a crow-bar 
beside our bed,” said Mrs. 
Gray. Adds Ed Gray: "lie 
was a real mean sort of guy.” 

Mrs. Gray ev entually called 
jjolice after a wild evening in 
which the man had tried to hit 
his girlfriend over the head 
with a chair. 

The girl friend managed to 
escape for refuge downstairs 
where the Grays were having 
a party. 

Whdn some “large friends” 
of Ed Gray wept up to look 
into the situation, there was a 
scuffle and the mean boy¬ 
friend slammed the door on 
them. 

When j>olice arrived the 
man had left. The Grays left 
too to another part of Cal¬ 
gary. 

In June, 1974. they moved to 
Victoria, and had been living 
at 1168 Summit in reasonable 
peace until Tuesday. 

It. was Mrs. Gray’s day off 
from work at The Bay. She 
was in the kitchen when, 
shortly before 2 p.m. a police¬ 
man came to the door and 
showed her pictures of two 
men. 

One picture was of a man 
wlvo lived next door whom 
she identified as Rpd Johnson 
and the other was of Danny 
Cain. 

She told the Colonist that 
she’d seen the man — whom 
she later realized was Cain 
live day before and possibly 
even before that. 

He then had fair hair, she 
said, but had obviously died it 
black before being arrested 
by police. * 

Cathy Johnson had ap¬ 
parently gone out with the 
baby during the morning and 
returned about noon.

Ward emphasized the man 
was wanted for questioning 
and_aIso said the residents of 
the other duplex section, Ed 
and Sheila Gray, never knew 
of Cain’s presence until police 
arrived shortly before 2 p.m. 
Tuesday. 

Sgt. Peter Voth, head of th§ 
Victoria police youth ‘"detail, 
and detail member Detective 
Constable Douglas Richardson 
were credited with finding 
Cain. Ward said they had 
spent Monday and Tuesday 
“following leads and tips of 
ail kinds and checking known 
associates and various 
addresses.” 

He also praised Saanich De¬ 
tectives David McGregor an;l 
William Hillcoat for their 
prompt backup in answer to 
the fjrgt Voth-Richardson call, 
after the Victorians learned 
Cain was in the home.

Launches flawless 


Space meeting heralds 
peace, co-operation 


UPI 

Three American astronauts 
end a pair of Russian cos¬ 
monauts rocketed into earth 
orbit Tuesday for an historic 
space rendezvous in the name 
of terrestrial peace and co¬ 
operation. 

Live television the first 
ever of a Soviet launch - let 
missions around the - world 
watch lx>th flawless launches. 
The Soyuz cosmonauts lifted 
off from a once-secret desert 
base in central Asia, and the 
Apollo astronauts raced after 
them from the Cape Cana¬ 
veral spaceport 7’- hours 
later. 

Minor first-day problems 
cropped up aboard each na¬ 
tion’s spacecraft, but direc¬ 
tors of the joint A|X)ll<>Soyuz 
mission were elated nonethe¬ 
less. 

“We’ve ubviuusly got a good 
thing going here.” U.S. Flight 
Director M. P. Frank said at 


the end of th$ long launch 
day. “It all came off just 
about as planhed.” 

President Ford watched in 
Washington while crowds of 
Soviet citizens jammed 
around TV sets in Moscow’s 
GUM department store, 
cheering and clapping as the 
cosmonauts got under-way. 
Moscow control told the Soyuz 
crew: “Have a happy flight!” 


It is a bittersweet mission 
of diplomatic, personal and 
technical triumphs, mixed 
with sadness at the end of a 
U.S. spaceflight era.

Oiscarding their spent rock¬ 
et in orbit, they fired two 
bursts of the Apollo's main 
engine to spiral outward and 
line up below and about 3,100 
miles behind Sovuz for a slow 
chase toward a Thursday link¬ 
up.

the job. 

B.C. Forest Products Vic¬ 
toria plywood mill was shut 
down Tuesday by an unaujd)- 
orized strike of about 250 
workers. 

A MacMillan Bloedel 
spokesman in Port Alberni 
said about 65 IWA members, 
there walked out* for several 
boms. 


Alxiut 10 of the 20 provincial 
pulp mills have already been

Residents' -of Gold River 
who keep Iniats at the 
wharves, are kept from using 
them. 

In retali ation, gag stations 
in Gckl River are refusing to 
sell gasoline to the Indians. 

The Indians set ip their, 
blockade at 7 a.m. Monday, 
and Tuesday nigh. Jerry 
Jack, hereditary sun-chief of 
-the Nootka Indian band, told 
the Colonist it would be main¬ 
tained “indefinitely.” 

A counter-blockade was 
raised by residents of Gold 
River to keep the Indians 
from entering town, btit the 
RCMP persuaded residents to 
abandon it. 

The RCMP also persuaded 
for .today 4 the Indians to mo\l? their 


blockade from the right-of- 
way on a bridge, but they set 
it up at a nearby point on the 
Indian reserve, si ill bloc king 
the road. 

Robert Skelly. NDP ALLA 
for Albemr, *aid in Victoria 
that he felt the blockade was 
“not necessary or useful.” 


“This load is not Indian 
property.” he said. “The high¬ 
ways department has con¬ 
firmed for me that it is a 
public road.” 

His government has “done 
more for the Indians than any 
other government in Cana¬ 
da.’’ ho added, “and I don’t 
understand why they are 
doing this.” 

Esson Young, one of the 
partners in Nootka Sound Ser¬ 
vice Ltd., owner of Uchuck' 
III, said the situation “means 
disaster” for his company. 

“We’ve got two crew's and 
one ship tied up,” he said. 
“That means more than a 
dozen people unable to work. 
It’s not very damned pleas¬ 
ant.”" 

“Actually,” *he went on. 
“the Indians have no quarrel 
with us. but it is our bread 
and butter because they are 
not letting our freight through 
and they are not letting ex¬ 
cursion tourists through. 

"Our little red brothers 
turned us back Monday and 
we’ve had to cancel a Gray 
Line tour of alxrnt 25 people 
from the U.S. Nobody can go 
back and forth.” 

At the height of the summer 
season, as many as^lOO day 
passengers take the Uchuck 
cruise. The vessel also carries 
up to 100 tons of freight, with 
the blockade, freight, some of 
it perishable, is “holed up in 
various places,” Young said. 

Mayor William Lore of 
Tahsis said in a telephone in¬ 
terview that "it’s disastrous.” 

Freight for Tahsis nowr has 
to be trucked in over a gravel 
road which passes through 
Nootka reserves at Head Bay 
and Tahsis. but this method of 
transportation is more costly, 
Lore said.

J-lis home runs are only oc¬ 
casional now, and they’re 
usually more' like long pop 
flies than the screaming line 
drives that for two decades 
seemed to still be rising when 
they cleared the outfield 
walls. ? 

But he is still the most valu¬ 


able .239 hitter in baseball. 

When the Hammer strolls 
out of the Milwaukee dugout 
before each game, it’s like the 
old guru of the mountain com¬ 
ing out v of his cave to impart 
wisdom to the masses. And the 
young Brewers listen. 

“H^ didn't get off to a good 
start but he’s doing well 
now,’.’ says manager Del. 
Crandall, whose surprising 
Brewers are still in the thick 
of the American League East 


pennant face with favored 

Boston and New York. “He’s 
an important part of our ball 
club.’’ 

Aaron, who earns standing 
ovations merely for stepping 
to the plate at nearly every 
American -League park, . has 
found things tough this year 
after breaking Babe Ruth’s 
home run record with 733 
homers in 21 National League 
seasons with the Braves in 
Milwaukee and Atlanta. 


^Ie has only nine home runs 
and 36 runs batted in just 
beyond the halfway point in 
his first American League 
season, but both are second 
on the Brewers. 

En route, he has eclipsed 
Ruth’s all-time RBI mark and 
surpassed Stan Musial to 
move into second place be¬ 
hind Ty Cobb for career base 
hits. Not to mention sparking 
marked attendance’ increases 
at American League stadiums. 


An inevitable standing 6va- 
tion follows his appearance at 
the plate as designated lat¬ 
ter, with parents holding 
toddlers high to point out No.

Sidney couneil will urge the , 
Capital Region Board to as¬ 
sume responsibility for the 
supply aiid distribution of all 
domestic water on the San- 
nich'Peninsular 

The resolution, passed at 
council’s regular meeting 
Monday night, is the second 
bid by Sidney in the last two 
years to have the region 
board assume the function of 
supplying water. 

In September 1973, along 
with Central Saanich and 
North Saanich, Sidney made 
the request but the region 
board turned it down. 

At that time the board told- 
the three municipalities to ne¬ 
gotiate with the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Water Board for possible 
connection to its supply and 
distribution system. 

But last October,' region 
board chairman Jim Camp¬ 
bell urged Sidney to pass the 
regional plan. In that event, 
h£ tofd a public meeting in' 
Sidney, the board could 
change its letters patent to 
allow it to supply water. 

Told about Monday night’s 
resolution, Saanich Aid. Wil¬ 
liam Noel, a water board 
member and Saanich repre¬ 
sentative on the region board, 
said he concurred. 

“But the main obstacle is to 
get Central Saanich thinking 
the same way,” he said. • 

Within the last few >veeks, 
he said, he had put forward a 
suggestion that he would rec¬ 
ommend to the water board 
that a 12-inch pipeline be in¬ 
stalled, at no cost to Central 
Saanich, which would make it 
possible to pump Sooke water 
to Central Saanich municipal¬ 
ity’s pumping station. 

But Aid. David Hill accused 
him of “dangling a carrot,” 
Noel added. 

“Central Saanich is playing 
poker,” the Saanich alderman 
said. “They are getting water 
free from Elk Lake and sell¬ 
ing it elsewhere. I’d rather 
see them get Sooke water. I 
was out to Elk Lake recently 
and it looks pretty mucky to 
drink.” 

Sidney traditionally runs 
short of water in the summer. 
Residents are being asked 
this year not to wash their 
cars or use water unneces¬ 
sarily, Aid. W. W. Gardner 
said after Monday night’s 
meeting. 

' "Gardner said the water 
coming from some Sidney 
taps now has a disagreeable 
odor as if it had been used for 
washing dishes-or clothes. 

This could presumably be 
water from Elk Lake pumped 
through from Central Saanich 
which usually supplies water 
to Sidney in the summer.

But it isn’t going to make 
election predictions any less 
sticky. 

True, it’s a fairly safe bet 
that Victoria and the new F.s- 
quimalt-Saanich ridings will 
remain steadfastly Tory. 

But to date the only thing 
about the voting patterns of 
the politically-sensitive bul in¬ 
dependent - minded u p p c r- 
Islander, has bepn their un¬ 
predictability. 

And with the prospect of 
three up-Island ridings in¬ 
stead of the present two, with 
House of Commons hopefuls 
forced to re-direct their ener¬ 
gies completely and with di¬ 
minutive NDP titan Tommy 
Douglas paying what should 
bo his last goodbye 1978. or 
whenever the next election is 
called, could be 2078 or 2178 
as far as the political pundit 
is concerned. 

The Boundaries Commission 
of B.C. recommendations. de¬ 
tailed with maps in news¬ 
paper advertisements la*i 
week, suggest increasing the 

yj 


number of federal ridings in 
the province by five. 

B.C. w-ould thep be divided 
into 28 ridings with an 
average population of 78,022 
based on the 1971 census. 

Vancouver Island itself 
would get five House of Com¬ 
mons seats instead of four, 
the fifth seat beingjreally one 
shared with the mainland 
through^(he creation of the 
new Comox-Powell River rid¬ 
ing. 

The Victoria riding would 
remain unchanged, but Esqui- 
malt-Saanicb would lose View' 
Royal. Langford, Cphvood and 
the Highlands to a now riding 
Cowichan-Malahat-The Is¬ 
lands. 

Nanaimo would find itself • 
with Port Alberni in a new 
Nanaimo-Albcrni riding, and 
the northern Island would find 
itself in the Comox-Pow'ell 
River riding. 

Public hearings on the B.C. 
redistribution will start Sept. 
8 in Fort St. John. 

There will be Island hear¬ 
ings at Victoria Oct. 6. Nanai¬ 
mo Oct. 7 and Courtenay Oct.

After the public hearings

As far-as the I»)and is con¬ 
cerned the proposals are simi¬ 
lar to those made late 1972 
and given public hearihgs 
early in 1973.

As-in 1973 some opposition

’"Ridiculous,” was the reac¬ 
tion of Col wood regional rep¬ 
resentative Dick Emery. 

While acknowledging that 
the new s,plit wks based on 
p 6 p u I a t i on equalization, 
Emery maintained it would be 
hard for an MP to represent a 
riding that contained such 
’heterogeneous areas. 

The Duncan area, he said, 
belonged far more naturally 
with the Nanaimo area , than 
with Colwood-Langford.

An’insurance agent and cat- 
- tie farmer, Anderson, 40, also 
thinks the new Comox-Powell 
River riding makes a “lot 
more sense” than the present 
Coast-Chilcotin riding, the 
sent of his Liberal colleague 
Jack Pearsall. 

Another hot House of Com¬ 
mons contender who has no 
qualms about altering his p«> 
litical sights a bit is Tory Don 
—Taylor, 44, Iho man who gave 
•Douglas a very good run for 
his money in ’74 in Nanaimo 
•Cowichan-The Islands. 

Taylor, a Duncan teacher, 
cdmc within some 2,300 votes 
of Douglas and cut the NDP’s 
’72 victory margin by nearly 
13,000 votes. 

He thinks the new Co- 
wirhan-Malahat-The Islands 
riding will put him in a better 
l>osition than last time to win 
an uivlsland seal for the 
Tories. ~ 

If he gets the party nomina¬ 
tion. Taylor can look to votes 
Jrom areas like the Gulf Is¬ 
lands.

Trouble , Grays 
close neighbors

'Double and the Grays — a 
young Victoria working cou¬ 
ple — appear to be close 
neighbors. 

For the second time in 15 
months Ed and Sheila Gray, 
of 1168 Summit, Tuesday 
found themselves living un¬ 
comfortably close to trouble. 

Their duplex is next to one. 
from which Wilkinson Road 
jail escaper Danny Cain was 
flushed by police using a bar¬ 
rage ol tear gas around 2:25 
p.m. 

Called from his job at Jen¬ 
kins Marine in Brentwood. 

< Jray returned to find a 
scared wife and police, fire¬ 
man, newsmen and onlookers. 

Fifteen months ago in Cal¬ 
gary it was a different story. 

The the drama was up¬ 
stairs-downstairs and not 
side-by-side. 

There they lived below a 
man who terrorized his girl¬ 
friend and boasted of other 
misdeeds. 

"We slept with a crow-bar 
beside our bed,” said Mrs. 
Gray. Adds Ed Gray: "He 
was a real mean sort of guy." 

Mrs. Gray eventually called 
T>olice after a wild evening in ’ 
which the man had tried to hit 
his girlfriend over the head 
with a chair. 

The g\rl friend managed to 
escape for refuge downstairs 
where the Grays were having 
a party. 

When some "large friends" 
of Ed Gray went up to look 
into the situation, there was a 
scuffle and the mean boy¬ 
friend slammed the door on 
them. 

When police arrived the 
man had left. The Grays left 
nother part of Cal¬ 
gary. 

In June. 1974, they moved to 
Victoria, and had been living 
at 1168 Summit in reasonable 
peace until Tuesday. 

It was Mrs. Gray’s day off 
from work at The Bay. She 
was in the kitchen when/ 
shortly before 2 p.m. a police¬ 
man came to the door and 
showed her pictures of two 
men. 

One picture was of a man 
w ho lived next door — whom 
she identified as Rod Johnson 
and the other was of Danny 
Cain. 

She told the Colonist that 
she’d seen the man whom 
she later realized was Cain 
l he day before and possibly 
even before that. 

He then had fair hair, she 
said, but had obviously dyed it 
black before being arrested 
by police. 

Cathy Johnson had" ap¬ 
parently gone flut with the 
baby during the morning and 
returned about noon. 
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Mrs . Gray

Cain and the only other oc¬ 
cupants, a young woman iden¬ 
tified only as Cathy Johnson 
and her year-old daughter, 
Tammy, were not hurt. Police 
found an unloaded sawed-off 
shotgun in the home but there, 
was no ammunition. 

Inspector Richard Ward, 
head of the Victoria police de¬ 
tective division and officer in 
charge as the capture was 
made, said police were look¬ 
ing for a man who lived in the 
duplex section where Cain, 
the woman and the baby were 
lound. 

Ward emnhasi/.ed the man 
was wanted for questioning 
and also said the residents of 
the other duplex section. Ed 
and Sheila Gray, never knew 
of Cain’s presence until police 
arrived shortly before 2 p.fp.

Launches flawless 


Space meeting heralds 
peace, co-operation 


Three American astronauts 
and a pair of Russian cos¬ 
monauts rocketed into earth 
orbit Tuesday for an historic 
space pendey-vous in the name 
of terrestrial peace and co¬ 
operation. 

Live television the first 
ever of a Soviet launch - let 
millions around the world 

watch both flawless launches. 
The Soyuz cosmonauts lifted 
off from a once-secret desert 
base in central Asia, and the 
Apollo astronauts raced after 
them from the Cape Cana¬ 
veral spacejiort 7Vi hours 

later. 

Minor first-day problems 
cropped up aboard each na- 
tion’s spacecraft; but direc¬ 

tors of the joint Apollo-Soyuz 
mission were elated nonethe¬ 
less. 

"We've obviously got a good 
thing going here.” U.S. Flight 
Director M. P. Frank said at 
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Jhe end of the long launch 
day. "It all came off just 
about as planned.” 

President Ford watched in 
Washington while crowds of 
S o v i e t citizens jammed 
around TV sets in Moscow’s 
G1J M department store, 
cheering and clapping as the 
cosmonauts got under-way. 
Moscow control told the Soyuz 
'crew: "Have a happy flight!” 

The cosmonauts, Col. Alexei 
Leonov, 41, and civilian flight 
engineer Valeri Kubasov, 40, 
soared into orbit on a pillar of 
flame at 5:20 a.m. PDT from 
a launch pad at the sun-baked 
Baikonur cosmodrome, where 
Russia ushered in the space 
age with Sputnik in 1957. 

The astronaufs, Brig. Gen. 
Thomas Stafford, 44, and ci¬ 
vilians Vance Brand, 44, and 
Donald Slayton, 51, hur tled 
away from Cape Canaveral at 
12:50 p.m. PDT atop an aging 
Saturn IB rocket. 

Discarding their spent rock¬ 
et in orbit, they fired two 
bursts of the Apollo’s main 
engine to spiral outward and 
line up below and about 3.100 
miles behind Soyuz for a slow 
chase toward a Thursday link¬ 
up. The Soyuz crew' was al¬ 
ready asleep for the night 
when the second Apollo firing 
took place. 

The two ships will lock to¬ 
gether end-to-end Thursday 
with a new docking mecha¬ 
nism designed to provide an 
eventual space rescue capa¬ 
bility. Then Stafford and Slay¬ 
ton wall float through an open 
hatch into Soyuz to start with 
a handshake a day and a half 
of joint’ work aboard the 
world’s first international 
space complex. 

Soyuz, which can remain in- 
orbit only six days, will re¬ 
turn Monday to a dry landing 
on earth. Apollo will remain 
alone in orbit until July 24 to 
let its crew perform extra ex¬ 
periments before splashing 
into the Pacific Ocean 


It is a bitjersweet mission 
of diplomatic, personal and 
technical triumphs, mixed 
with sadness at the end of a 
U.S. spaceflight era. After 
this, there will be no more 
Apollos. 

Born of negotiations that 
started in 1970, officially 
christened at the 1972 Mos¬ 
cow summit, the Apollo-Soyuz 
mission became reality be¬ 
cause political officials and 
technical specialists in both 
nations proved willing to coni-

All B.C. pulp mills 
will be shut today 


All B.C. pulp mills will be 
shut down this morning as the 
12 ,01)0 members of two pulp 
unions and. some members of 
International Woodworkers of 
America strike against most 
forest industry companies. 

leaders of the IWA said 
Monday they would not take 
strike action until the report 
of a special inquiry officer 
was complete, but some 
members of the union ap¬ 
peared to defy their leader¬ 
ship Tuesday by walking off 
the job. 

B.C. Forest Products Vic¬ 
toria plywood mill was shut 
down Tuesday by an unauth¬ 
orized strike of about 250 
workers. . * 

A MacMillan Bloedel 
spokesman in Port Alberni 
said about 65 IWA members, 
there walked out for several 
hours. 


About 10 of the 20 provincial 
pulp mills have already been 
struck and picket lines will go 
up around the other 10 at 8 
a.m. today as members of the 
Canadian Paj>erworkers 
Union and the Pulp, Paper 
and Woodworkers of Canada 
strike to back contract de¬ 
mands. 

MacMillan Bloedel’s Har- 
mac pulp mill near Nanaimo 
and its Port Alberni pulp mill 
began closing d<Kvn Tuesday 
afternoon in anticipation of 
the strike.

Tempers are wearing thin 
and there is talk of violence 
as Nootka Indians continue 
for Ihe third day to blockade 
a public-access road from 
Gold River to the pulp mill 
and wharves on Muchalat 
Inlet. 

RCMP have the role of pea- . 
eekeepor between the Indians 
and Gold River residents arid 
others wanting to use the 
road/* 

The blockade is preventing 
access to the pulp mill and 
the wharves, and is also pre¬ 
venting people in outlying 
lumber camps from coming to 
Gold River and Campbell 
River. 

It has also cut the supply 
line, b.v way ol the coastal 
shin Uchuck 111, to Tahsis, 
Esperunza and Zcballus. us 
well as to about 15 logging 
camps in the area. 

Residents of Gold River 
who keep boats at Ihe 
wharves arc kept front using 
them. 

In retaliation, gas stations 
in Gold River arc refusing to 
sell gasoline to the Indians 

The Indians set up their 
blockade at 7 a.m. Monday, 
and Tuesday night Jerry 
Jack, hereditary sub-chief of 
ihe Nootka Indian band, told 
the Colonjst it wftuld -be main¬ 
tained ‘indefinitely." 

A counter-blockade was 
raised by residents of Gold 
River to keep the Indians 
from entering town, but the 
RCMP persuaded residents to 
abandon it. 

The RCMP also persuaded 
the Indians to move their 
blockade from the right-of- 
way on a bridge, but they set 
it up at a nearby point on the 
Indian reserve, still blocking 
the road. 

Robert Skelly, NDP MI.A 
for Alberni. |aid in Victoria 
that ho felt the blockade was 
"not, necessary or useful." 


"This road is not Indian 
property," he said. "The high¬ 
ways department has con¬ 
firmed for me that it is a 
public road." 

His government has "done 
more’ for the Indians than any 
other government in Cana¬ 
da." he added, "and I don’t 
understand why they are 
doing this." 

Esson Young, one of the 
partners in Nootka Sound Ser¬ 
vice Ltd., owner of Uchuck 
III, said the situation "means 
disaster” for his company. 

"We’ve got two crews and 
one ship tied up," .he said. 
"That means more than a 
dozen people unable to work. 
It’s not very damned pleas¬ 
ant." 

"Actually," he went </u. 
"the Indians have no quarrel 
with us. but it is our bread 
and butter because they are 
not letting our freight through 
and they are not letting ex¬ 
cursion tourists through. 

"Our little red brothers 
turned us back Monday ami 
w e’ve had to ..cancel a Gray 
Line tour of about 25 people 
from the U.S. Nobody can go 
back and forth." 

At the height of the summer 
seasrin. as many as UK) day 
passengers take -the Uchuck 
cruise. The vessel also carries 
up to 100 tons of freight. With 
the blockade. Ireight. some of 
it perishable, is "holed up in 
various places." Young kaid. 

Mayor Willjam Lore of 
Tahsis said in a telephone in¬ 
terview' that "it’s disastrous." 

Freight for Tahsis now has 
to be truc ked in over a gravel 
road which pusses through 
Nootka reserves at Head Bay . 
and Tahsis, but’this method of , 
transportation is more costly.

.Scientists and officials 
study Colquitz project

While most municipalities 
are turning their streams into 
nothing more than storm 
drains, Saanich is setting a 
new examplp by fighting to 
preserve its creeks and fish. 

Biologists and administra¬ 
tors from the federal fisheries 
branch and Fisheries Re¬ 
search $oard; the provincial 
water resources, water rights, 
and fish and wildlife 
branches, and tjic. Amal¬ 
gamated Conservation Society 
toured -Saanich's latest water¬ 
ways project Tuesday res¬ 
toration work along Colquitz 
Creek below Beaver Lake. 

It was their hope that Saan¬ 
ich's efforts will help change 
municipal attitudes toward 
creek systems on the Island 
and the Leaver Mainland. 

Although controversies rage 
around large rivers and their 


use or misuse by large indus¬ 
tries. many fish populations 
are dependent on the small 
creeks which are ignored in 
settled areas, Ron Thomas ol 
the recreation and conserva¬ 
tion department said. 

About 75 per cent of such 
creeks on the Lower Mainland 
have Ixeen covered oxer or 
made into ditches, he said. 

, But making the Colquitz 
system habitable for fish may 
be difficult, mainly because 
no one has yet found a fish 
that doesn’t need water every 
minute of its life, he added. 

He \x as referring to the 
river’s tendency to dry out 
during the summer, a prob¬ 
lem xxhich Saanich blames on 
the thirst of Central Saan- 
ichers who draw water from 
Elk Lake. 

, The group saxx- the lake's 
level at the dam xxhich feeds 
w ater to the Colquitz, and the 


trickle that remains of the 
creek. 

Some were surprised to 
sec any xvater at all in the 
creek. 

Proper water management 
is what the xxhole Saanich 
Peninsula needs. Thomas 
said, but xvater planning has 
not reached E.C. 

Thomas praised Saanich's 
program to inxolve residents 
along the creek in its revival. 
The program is being directed 
by consultant Dr. Robert 
Langford. 

Up until a few months ago, 
people along ^he creek as¬ 
sumed that thc.^uod old days 
• of fishing in the creek were, 
like other enjoyments of 
country life, gone torever, 
Thomas said. 

Now some of those people 
are offering to donate theu* 
oxxn xvater to keep the creek, 
and their childhood memo¬ 
ries, alive.

Hotel promises fire safety upgrading

The Hit/ Hotel at 71(1 Fort 
will be brought up to 1975 fire- 
safety standards in thp near 
future, regardless of cost, the 
Itotel's manager Finn Hein- 
mingsen-said Tuesday. 

In an interview. Hemitfing- 
sen said hotel tenants had 
expressed concern over their 
safety, follow ing stories in the 
Colonist dealing with an of¬ 
ficial secret list ol downtown 
hotels and apartment build¬ 
ings that are considered dan¬ 
gerous in l erms of fire safety. 

The list contains the narpes 


of 26 buildings. It xxas coni* 
.piled more than txxo years 
ago by Fire Chief Eric Sim¬ 
mons and has never been 
made public. 

The - Colonist traced the 
names of U buildings pun flic 
list. One is- the Rit2 Hotel. 

Hemmingsen’s stt^ement 
that the necessary improve¬ 
ments will he made soon, is 
the first 'positive public re¬ 
sponse, Other building owners 
haxe said they might have to 
« lose their premises because 
the cost of improvements may 
he loo costly. 

Hemmingson said cost 


xxould be no consideration. He 
said the hotel management 
had always been concerned 
about lhe safety of its gucsis. 

The lire chief, he said, had 
confirmed some lime ago that 
the Ritz Hotel xxas on the list 
of 26 buildings in need of firc- 
sateiv upgrading. 

"The chief said at fhe time 
lie would eventually get 
around to us. He said that 
photos . would he taken and 
orders for improvements 
issued," Hemmingsen said. 

One. of the improvements, 
he said* xxould be the installa¬ 
tion of fire doors to separate 


hallways from the slairxvay* 

Hemmingsen stressed that 
the Ritz Hotel was one ol the 
better apartnient hotels in the 
city. 

That claim xxas substantiat¬ 
ed Monday xxhen a Colonist 
reporter and photographer 
toured the building. 

, The hallways and stairways 
were clean. Rooms were well- 
furnished. Several outside fire 
escapes offer maximum safe¬ 
ty for tenants. 

Hoxxexer. there xxeye no fire* 
doors designed to. keep a fire 
from spreading from one floor 
to another, and in at least one 


room, there xxas no asbestos 
shield under a hotplate. 

Hemmingsen said fire doors 
had not been mandatory until 
xery recently. 

The fire chief has said he 
alxvays preferred* fire' doors in 
hotels and apartment build¬ 
ings. but until recently, he- 
had no authority to order 
their Installation. 

Changes last month in the 
provincial Fire Marshal Act 
have given him that authori¬ 
ty " 

Jim Young, a retired Vic¬ 
toria resident who operates 
the elevator at‘ the Ritz, said 


lie had never considered the 
building unsafe. 

"This is a well-run building 
and our tenants are very 
happy here. If I had consid¬ 
ered it unsafe, I xxould never 
have worked here.” Young 
said. 

He added that he was sure 
the hotel management would 
"comply with all regula¬ 
tions." 

The installation of fire 
doors, he said, "makes 
sense." but he. too, mentioned 
that it hadn't been mandatory 
to install them until the re¬ 
cent changes in the Fire Mar¬ 
shal Act.
